Food costs reach a 
peak of $11 a wee]< for a 12 
to 15 year old girl, as com¬ 
pared to $13.50 per week for 
a boy at ages 15 through 17.

Goring A Different Ox 

Danici Elisberg is a liberal hero with feet of clay. 

One of his own confidential papers has been leaked 
without his authorization and he is “pained” by such a 
grave breach of “confidentiality.”

Young Voters! 

A rce'ent Witll Street Journal iirticle dealing with in- 
(Mjuities in the Soe-ial Security System included the follow¬ 
ing quotation from a man de'seribod as a 72-year-old acti¬ 
vist for improved old-age legislation: 

“You know why problems like this exist?” he asked. 

“You know why? Because some people in government 
today tliink they’ll never grow old . . .” 

Thc're may be» more than a little truth in that con¬ 
clusion. (government has often ignorexl problems of old 
ago or dealt with them ineptly. But we may as well ac¬ 
cept the fact that government, unlike people, is bound 
to grow young. 

Imagine how our 72-year-old activist must have greeted 
some of the results of municipal elections this year. In 
.San Diego, California’s second-largest city, voters elected 
Maureen O’Connor, a 25-year-oId school teacher, to the 
city council. They also elected a new mayor: 38-year-old 
Pete IVilson, who had already distinguished himself as a 
three-term member of the State Assembly. 

But San Diego is by no means as youth-minded as 
many other municipalities. 'The mayor of Newcomerstown, 

Ohio, is 19 years old; so is the mayor of Ayrshire, a tiny 
community in Iowa. 

Teenage mayors are definitely exceptions to the rule 
as far as we know there are still only two in the 
country -- but with the voting age now set at 18, we can 
expect a significant increase in the number of elected 
officials still in their twenties or thirties, notwithstanding 
their current prominence in public life. ’The Speaker of 
the State Assembly is only 36, his Majority Floor Leader 
is 34, and the chairman of the powerful Ways and Means 
Committee is 37. In all, 23 members of the Assembly 
are under 40. 

Both political parties are making concerted efforts 
to woo young voters, and this fact alone is bound to pro¬ 
duce younger candidates on both sides. One question still 
to be answered, however. Is how conscientious young 
voters will be about exercising their newly-acquired fran¬ 
chise. In the past, it has been the older voters who have 
consistently turned out at the polls in large numbers. 

Younger voters have generally made impressive showings 
only in those elections where they have been “turned on” 
by a particular issue or candidate. 

’The year 1972 will provide the first real test for the 
so-called “youth vote.” Some believe that these new voters 
will simply “vote their age,” endorsing candidates and 
causes that are currently fashionable on campus. Others 
look for greater individuality, with young voters ex¬ 
pressing views in the privacy of the voting booth that 
are not exactly a la mode in their peer group. 

Nobody can accurately assess the impact of young 
voters in advance, but November of 1972 should give us 
a good idea of how fast government is “growing young,” 
and what that will bode for our political future.
